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UNION  UNIVERSITY 


Is  located  in  the  vicinity  of  Murfreesboro,  on  a  high  and 
beautiful  campus,  in  the  heart  of  one  of  the  finest  and  healthiest 
regions  in  the  State. 

Turnpikes  and  Railroads  from  various  directions  form  a  net 
work  of  communication  with  the  different  parts  of  this  and  the 
adjoining  States,  rendering  it  peculiarly  easy  of  access. 

The  difTerent  Christian  Denominations  have  churches  in  the 
town,  which  the  Students  attend,  and  the  character  of  the 
inhabitants  for  high  toned  manners,  morality  and  intelligence 
recommends  it  to  parents  and  guardians  as  a  very  desh-able  place 
to  put  those  under  their  charge. 

In  the  departments  of  Natural  Philosophy  and  Chemistry, 
apparatus  to  illustrate  the  difTerent  subjects,  and  a  very  valuable 
Cabinet  in  Mineralogy  and  Geology,  obtained  from  different 
parts  of  America,  Europe  and  Asia,  have  been  provided. 

A  very  handsome  Cabinet  of  Curiosities  has  been  commenced. 

Several  thousand  volumes  of  choice  works  belong  to  the  Uni- 
versity Library,  and  to  those  of  the  two  Literary  Societies. 
Many  valuable  additions  have  been  made  during  the  past  colle- 
giate year  to  the  Cabinets  and  Libraries. 
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ORGANIZATION  AND  NEW  FEATUEES. 


The  Trnstees  and  Faculty  of  the  University  have  deemed  it 
necessary,  in  order  to  meet  the  wants  and  exigencies  of  the  age, 
to  make  vsome  modifications  and  changes  in  the  system  of  Colle- 
giate Instruction  heretofore  pursued.  They  have  not  abridged 
the  course  of  study,  nor  lessened  the  amount  of  mental  dicipline 
required  of  those  who  are  candidates  for  degrees,  but  in- 
stead of  the  regular  four  years  in  vrhich  all  the  Students 
however  various  their  talents  and  prospective  callings,  are 
required  to  pursue  the  same  studies,  the  same  time  being 
allotted  to  each,  they  have  adopted  a  system  of  instruction,  a 
certain  standard  of  scholarship,  without  reference  to  the  time  in 
which  the  requisite  amount  of  study  can  be  performed.  This 
will,  of  course,  vary  with  the  capacity  and  application  of  the 
Student.  The  different  departments  of  study  are  divided  into 
separate  Schools.  When  a  Student  has  thoroughly  mastered  the 
studies  embraced  in  one  department,  he  will  receive  a  certificate 
from  the  Professor  of  that  particular  department.  Four  of 
these  certificates  will  entitle  him  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Philosophy,  five  to  that  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  six  to  that  of 
Master  of  Arts. 

Those  who  are  not  candidates  for  any  of  the  degrees,  may 
pursue  the  studies  of  one  or  more  of  the  Schools,  and  receive 
certificates  accordingly.  The  degree  of  A,  B.  will  not  entitle 
the  graduate  to  the  degree  of  A.  M.  in  course.  The  latter 
degree  will  be  conferred  only  on  those  who  have  pursued  the  full 
course  of  instruction  prescribed  by  the  University  for  the  confer- 
ment of  that  degree. 
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DEGREES. 


The  regular  Degrees  conferred  by  the  ITniversity  are  three  : 

1st.  The  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts  is  the  highest  Academic 
honor  of  the  Institution.  It  is  designed  for  those  Students 
who  desire  to  pursue  a  full  course  of  liberal  educatioa.  Those 
only  are  entitled  to  receive  it  who  pass  through  six  of  the 
Schools  of  the  University,  and  receive  certificates  of  proficiency 
from  the  Professors  of  those  Schools. 

2d.  The  Degree  of  Bachdor  of  Arts  is  designed  for  those 
Students,  especially,  who  desire  to  prepare  themselves  for  the 
different  professions,  and  are  yet  unable  to  pursue  a  complete 
course  of  liberal  education.  Those  are  entitled  to  receive  it 
who  pass  through  five  Schools  of  the  Ifuiversity,  and  receive 
certificates  of  proficiency  from  the  Professors  of  those  Schools. 

3d.  The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Philoso'phy  is  designed  for 
those  Students  who  intend  to  engage  in  the  active  pursuits  of 
life.  The  requirements  for  obtaining  it  are  such  as  will  confer 
a  higher  degree  of  intellectual  culture,  without  the  necessity  of 
studying  the  Ancient  Languages.  It  is  conferred  on  those  who 
pass  through  four  of  the  schools  of  the  University,  and  receive 
certificates  of  proficiency. 

Besides  these  regular  Degrees,  a  Student  who  may  pass 
through  any  School  of  the  University,  and  who  is  deemed 
worthy  of  it,  is  entitled  to  a  certificate  of  proficiency  from  the 
Professor  of  that  School. 
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SCHOOLS, 


COUftSE    OF    STUDY    AND    METHOD    OF    SNSTRUCTION. 

I.    MORAL    PHILOSOPHY. 

Besides  the  daily  recitations  in  this  school,  Lectures  will  be 
delivered  on  all  the  various  topics  included  within  this  dspart- 
ment,  and  the  Students  will  be  required  to  present  written  essays 
assigned  them,  to  be  read  before  the  class  and  criticised  by 
the  Professor, 

This  department  will  embrace  the  subjects  of  Rhetoric,  Logic, 
English  Grammar,  Political  Economy,  Criticism,  Mental  Philo- 
sophy, Moral  Science  and  Evidences  of  Christianity. 

Text  Books  and  Works  for  Reference. — Whately,  (Camp- 
bell,) Way  land,  Karnes,  Fowler,  Reid,.  Butler. 

n.    THEOLOGY. 

The  School  of  Theology  is  designed  for  Ministers,  Licentiates 
and  others  who  may  desire  to  study  this  most  important  of  all 
sciences.     The  following  branches  are  taught  in  this  School : 

1.  Biblical  Literature  and  Interpretation,  including  the  study 
of  the  Hebrew  Language,  the  Greek  of  the  New  Testament,  the 
principles  of  Biblical  Interpretation,  and  the  critical  examina- 
tion of  select  passages  from  the  Old  and  New  Testaments, 

2.  Ecdesiastical  History,  including  the  history  of  the  Chris- 
tian Church  during  the  first  three  centuries,  the  rise  and 
progress  of  the  Papacy,  the  history  of  the  Albigenses  and  Wal- 
denses,  and  other  Christian  bodies  outside  the  Romish  Church  ; 
the  history  of  the  Reformation  of  the  sixteenth  century,  and  the 
origin  and  history  of  the  various  Denominations. 
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3.  Biblical  Theology,  including  the  truth  and  inspiration  of 
the  Sacred  Scriptures,  tlie  doctrines  of  Tlieology,  the  organiza- 
tion, governnaient  and  ordinances  of  the  Christian  Church,  and 
the  duties  of  the  Ministerial  office.  The  plan  of  instruction  is 
partly  by  lectures  and  partly  by  tlie  study  of  approved  text 
books.  Students  are  also  required  to  preach  sermons,  and  pre- 
pare essays  for  criticism  by  the  other  members  of  the  class,  and 
by  the  Professor. 

Text  Books,  the  Old  Testament  in  Hebrew,  the  New  Tes- 
tament in  Greek. 

Books  of  Reference,  Gesenius'  Hebrew  Grammar  and  Lex- 
icon, Horn's  Introduction,  the  Histories  of  Neander,  Mosheim 
Jones  and  D'Aubigne,  the  Theological  works  of  Calvin,  Gill, 
Edwards,  Fuller,  Knapp,  Dick,  Hill,  Dwight,  Watson,  Storrand 
Elatt. 

III.    MATHEMATICS. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  discipline  the  Student  in  exact 
reasoning,  to  cultivate  the  habit  of  fixing  the  attention  wholly 
upon  one  point,  so  as  to  bring  all  the  powers  of  the  mind  to 
bear  upon  that  point  until  the  object  sought  is  fully  attained. 

It  is  also  designed,  especially,  to  prepare  the  Student  for 
original  investigations  in  science,  for  Practical  Surveying,  Draw- 
ing, Civil  Engineering,  and  the  application  of  Mathematics  to 
Mechanical   and   Scientific  purposes. 

The  plan  pursued  is  a  combination  of  rigid  demonstration,  the 
raiionak  of  the  processes  or  analyses  of  the  reasoning  employed, 
the  direct  and  Radical  applicalion  of  every  principle  learned,  gen- 
eral discussions  of  the  subject  matter,  frequent  reviews,  lectures 
on  the  history  and  applications  of  the  science,  and,  in  addition 
to  what  is  containea  in  the  text  books,  the  daily  solution  of  orig- 
inal and  select  problems. 

In  order  to  enter  this  School,  the  applicant  must  have  a  good 
knowledge  of    Arithmetic  and    Algebra  to    Equations  of   two 
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unknown  quantities  ;  after  whicli  lie  ■will  study  Algebra,  Plane, 
Solid  and  Spherical  Geometry,  Co-nic  Sections,  Plane  and  Sphe- 
rical Tiigonometry,  Mensuration,  Navigation,  Surveying,  Ana- 
lytical Geometry,  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus,  Descriptive 
Geometry,  Shades,  Shadows  and  Linear  Perspective.

lY.    GREEK  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

The  object  of  this  School  is  to  give  to  Students  such  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  principles  of  the  Greek  Language  as  to  enable  them 
to  read  and  write  Greek  with  ease  and  correctness,  and  qualify 
them  to  appreciate  the  writings  of  the  best  Greek  authors. 

Students  are  required  to  furnish  written  exercises,  consisting 
of  the  conversion  of  Greek  into  English,  and  English  into 
Greek.  Instruction  in  the  History  of  Greece  is  also  given  in 
this  School. 

Text  Books. — Bullions'  Greek  Grammar,  Bullions'  Greek 
Pleader,  Owen's  Anabasis,  Felton's  Iliad,  Woolsey's  AlcestiS; 
Woolsey's  Antigone,  Champlin's  Demosthenes,  Anthon's  Mem- 
orabilia. 

Books  of  Reference. — Kuhner's  Greek  Grammar,  Liddell 
and  Scott's  Greek  Lexicon,  Anthon's  Classical  Dictionary, 
Thirwall's  History   of   Greece. 

V.    LATIN  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

The  Studies  of  this  School  will  be  such  as  to  enable  a  Student 
to  read  Latin  with  facility,  to  analyse  sentences,  translate  Eng- 
lish into  Latin,  and  acquire  a  general  and  accurate  acquaintance 
with  the  Literature  and  History  of  the  Roman  people,  and  the 
Philosophy  of  Languages. 
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The  plan  of  Instruction  consists,  partly,  in  the  tlwrough  study 
of  a  limited  number  of  approved  text  books,  and  partly  iu 
lectures  by  the  Professor. 

Authors  Read.  — Livy,  Horace,  Tacitus,  Cicero's  Works, 
de  Officiis,  de  Scnectute,  de  Amicitia  and  de  Oratore. 

Text  Books  and  Works  of  Reference.  — Andrews  and 
Stoddard's  Latin  Grammar,  (Schmitz  and  Zumpt,)  Kreb's 
Guide  for  writing  Latin,  Leverett's  Edition  of  Freund's  Latin 
Lexicon,  Schmitz  or  Arnold's  History  of  Rome. 

The  Class  will  be  examined  on  at  least  one  Latin  Author  in 
which  they  have  not  recited. 

For  admission  into  this  School  the  applicant  must  have 
studied  the  Latin  Grammar,  Reader,  Sallust  and  Yirgil. 

VI.    NATURAL  SCIENCE. 

In  this  School  are  taught  those  branches  which,  for  the  most 
part,  will  be  more  immediately  applied  to  the  practical  purposes 
of  life,  and  it  is  designed  to  teach  them,  so  as  to  qualify  the 
Student  for  their  immediate  and  successful  practical  appli- 
cation. 

In  addition  to  this,  it  will  endeavor  to  furnish  mental  discip. 
line,  to  cultivate  a  taste  for  Science  and  a  generous  love  for  the 
works  of  Nature,  and  through  them,  a  love  and  reverence  for 
their  Creator. 

Physiology  is  taught  with  the  use  of  text  books,  large  colored 
drawings,  skeleton,  daily  lectures  and  illustrations  of°  the  laws 
of  health,  especially  adapted  to  Students  and  the  people  of  the 
South. 

In  Uranogra'phy,  besides  daily  recitations  in  text  books  and 
accompanying  Atlas  and  the  use  of  Globes,  the  Map  of  the 
Heavens  will  be  carefully  studied,  and  the  Planets  and  principal 
constellations  pointed  out  so  as  to  make  the  study  as  useful  and 
interesting  as  possible. 
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Chennistry,  Natural  Philoso'phy  and  Astronomy  will  be  illus- 
trated by  experiments  by  the  Professor,  the  Students  themselves 
performing  many  under  his  eye  ;  by  lectures  on  their  origin,  his- 
tory and  practical  applications;  discussions  of  general  principles  ; 
the  solution  of  important  practical  problems  ;  and  a  resume  of 
recent  and  interesting  discoveries  in  each,  together  with  the  use 

of  Apparatus  and  Instruments. 

Geology  will  receive  special  attention  in  its  various  depart- 
ments. A  fine  collection  of  the  minerals  developed  in  the 
different  formations  in  the  South,  Geological  Surveys,  &c., 
enables  a  Student  to  acquire  a  distinct  and  accurate  knowledge 
of  the  Geology  of  a  very  large  scope  of  country.  Indeed,  at 
and  near  Murfreesboro  the  different  formations  of  the  whole 
South,  from  the  Silurian  up  to  the  Alluvial,  are  amply  devel- 
oped ;  a  circumstance  of  rare  occurrence  and  weighty  import,  in 
the  development  of  the  vast  mineral  wealth  and  agricultural 
resources  of  our  country. 

Agriculture.  —  The  day  has  arrived  when  Science  brings 
her  richest  and  most  valued  gifts,  and  lays  them  at  the  feet  of 
Agriculture  —  the  parent  and  supporter  of  all  other  arts  and  sci- 
ences, the  well-spring  of  human  happiness,  and  the  hand-maid 
of  civilization. 

It  is  a  matter  of  the  first  importance  to  ascertain  what  soils 
are  adapted  to  particular  crops,  to  replenish  them  when  exhaust- 
ed with  precisely  what  they  lack,  in  the  most  practical  and 
economical  method,  and  to  reduce  the  crude  mass  of  information 
among  farmers  to  the  order  and  symmetry  of  Science. 

The  course  will  include  the  different  crops  planted  in  the 
United  States  ;  Chemical  Analyses  of  soils  ;  the  raising  of 
Stock,  the  diseases  they  are  incident  to  and  their  remedies  ;  the 
iraprovcmont  of  worn  out  lands,  and  the  keeping  them  up  to  the 
highest  state  of  fertility,  &;c. 

A  model  farm  will  be  laid  out  and  planned  as  soon  as  possible, 
so  as  to  give  a  practical  exemplification  of  the  principles  taught. 
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111  no  instance  will  "  theory  "  alone  be  relied  on  —  an  cxperimen- 
txtm  crucis  will  invariably  be  given  and  required. 

The  following  branches  ore  studied  in  this  School  —  Phys- 
iology, Uranography,  Comparative  Geography,  Chemistry,  Zool- 
ogy, Natural  Philosophy,  Astronomy  and  Agriculture. 

Text  Books  and  Works  of  Reference.  —  Cutting,  Kendall, 
Guyot,  Stoekhardt,  Agassiz  and  Gould,  Olmsted,  (Bartlett,) 
Thaer,  Johnston,  Boussingalt  and  Norton. 


VII.    MODERN  LANGUAGES. 

In  this  School  will  be  taught  the  reading,  writing,  speaking 
and  pronunciation  of  the  French  and  German  Languages,  by 
daily  recitations  in  approved  text  books,  lectures,  written  and 
colloquial  exercises. 

The  study  of  these  rich  and  polished  languages  leads,  it  is 
believed,  to  a  more  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  sources  and 
structure  of  our  own  language,  and  opens  a  wide  field  of  Lite- 
rature and  Science,  which  can  be  found  no  where  else.  Being- 
spoken  by  a  large  portion  of  the  inhabitants  of  Europe,  many 
of  whom  are  moving  to  the  United  States,  and  settling  neigh- 
borhoods and  districts,  where  no  other  language  is  used,  and 
behig  living  languages,  and  these  being  free  from  some  objec- 
tions so  often,  and  so  forcibly  urged  against  the  study  of  Greek 
and  Latin,  it  is  believed  their  incorporation  into  our  course  of 
study  will  constitute  a  desirable  and  useful  feature. 

French. —  Ollendorff,  Levizac's  Grammar,  Telemaque,  Charles 
XII.  and  Lamartine's  Poems. 

German.  —  Ollendorff,  Peissner's  German  Grammar,  Adler's 
German  Reader,  Adlcr's  German  and  English  Lexicon,  and 
the  Epistle  of  John.

CIVIL  ENGINEERING. 


The  rapid  growth  of  our  country,  and  her  actiyity  in  building 
RaHroads  and  other  improvements,  have  recently  produced  a 
greater  demand  for  educated  Engineers,  than  ever  before. 
The  appropriation  of  several  millions  of  dollars  by  our  State 
last  winter,  is  only  one  among  many  instances  in  neighbor- 
ing States.  The  Profession  of  Engineering  is  believed  to  offer 
an  excellent  field  for  profit  and  usefulness,  and  will  be  taught  to 
those  wishing  it,  with  all  the  necessary  instructions.  The  Stu- 
dent may,  at  his  option,  pursue  the  full  course  of  Mathematics 
laid  down  in  the  Catalogue,  or  such  portions  as  he  may  wish, 
preparatory  to  the  study  of  this  branch. 

Course  of  Instruction.  —  Surveying,  in  all  its  branches,  with 
the  use  of  Compass  and  Chain,  Level,  Transit  &c.,  and  regular 
field  practice.  Rail  Road  Surveys,  Grades,  Cuts,  Fills  &c., 
Drawing,  Determination  of  Latitude  and  Longitude,  &c. 

Text  Books. — Mahan,  Davies,  Gillespie,  Weisbach,  Cresy, 
Simms  and  Strickland. 

Tuition, $20  per  term. 
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PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 


This  Department  is  under  llie  supervision  of  experienced 
Teachers,  who  have  been  eminently  successful  in  winning  the 
affections  of  their  pupils,  whose  deportment  and  progress  have 
been  unusually  gratifying  to  their  parents  and  friends. 

As  it  is  an  important  object  of  the  University  to  render  tho 
scholarship  of  thos3  who  enter  her  walls  as  thorough  and  accu- 
rate as  possible,  it  is  earnestly  desired  that  all  Students  should 
enter  as  low  as  the  Preparatory  Department,  if  practicable.  In 
this  way  alone,  can  a  fall  sense  of  the  responsibility  and  neces- 
sity of  early  correct  habits  of  study  and  instruction  be  felt  by 
all  parties,  for  the  Institution  will  then  be  justly  held  responsible 
for  the  superstructure  reared  on  a  foundation  laid  by  her  own 
Teachers,  and  then  the  Faculty  know  and  feel  that  "  as  they 
sow,  so  shall  they  reap." 

Studies.  —  The  following  studies  are  pursued  here:  Arith- 
metic, Geography,  Analysis  and  English  Grammar,  Elements 
of  Algebra,  Natural  Philosophy,  Latin  and  Greek, 
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ADMISSION. 


Candidates  for  admission  must  be  fourteen  years  of  age,  capa- 
ble of  standing  a  good  examination  on  the  !:;tudies  of  the 
Preparatory  Department,  furnished  with  written  or  personal 
testimonials  of  good  moral  character,  and  if  from  another  Insti- 
tution, with  a  certificate  of  their  standing  and  regular  dismissal, 
from  the  President. 

Erery  Student  must  be  examined  on  all  the  studies  previously 
pursued  by  the  Class  he  wishes  to  enter.  Observation  and 
experience  prove  conclusively,  that  no  one  can  possibly  love  a 
study  he  cannot  understand,  and  in  order  to  understand  the 
different  branches  of  learning  pursued  in  the  various  Schools  of 
the  University,  and  prosecute  them  with  pleasure  and  profit,  it  is 
indispensably  necessary  that  every  applicant  for  admission 
should  have  previously  acquired  correct  habits  of  study,  and  au 
accurate  knowledge  of  what  he  professes  to  have  mastered. 

AVhen  this  is  not  the  case,  loss  of  interest  is  an  inevitable 
consequence,  and  idleness  —  that  deadly  enemy  to  virtue  au.d 
religion  —  ensues,  paves  the  way  for  bad  habits,  and  the  scene 
closes  with  expulsion  or  ruin.  Thus,  what  at  first  seemed  a 
matter  of  small  moment  to  a  fond  parent  or  guardian,  seals  the 
fate  of  some  of  the  most  promising  and  talented  youths  of  our 
country. 

We  wish  every  Student  wlio  comes  here,  to  have  work  to  do, 
and  plenty  of  it —  to  keep  constantly  at  it,  and  to  do  it  well. 
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EXAMINATIONS. 


During  each  Collegiate  year,  two  regular  Examinations  will 
be  held  ;  the  first  at  the  close  of  the  1st  Term,  just  before 
Christmas,  and  the  other  in  July,  at  the  close  of  the  3rd  Term  ; 
at  each  of  which  Students  are  examined  by  visitors  and  the 
Faculty,  on  all  the  studies  pursued  during  the  previous  Term  or 

Terms. 

They  are  designed  to  be  rigid  and  unsparing,  and  when- 
ever a  Student  shall  show  himself  to  have  possessed  and 
diligently  used  the  necessary  industry  and  ability,  he  will  bo 
advanced  to  a  higher  Class.  When  it  shall  appear  to  the 
.satisfaction  of  the  Faculty  and  Examining  Committee  that  this 
is  not  the  case,  the  delinquent  will  be  required  to  pursue  the 
studies  of  his  Class  a  second  time  ;  nor  will  he  be  permitted  to 
advance  until  all  arrearages  are  cancelled. 

In  this  way  alone,  it  is  believed,  can  a  Diploma  show  that  a 
Student  has  had  something  more  than  the  opportunity  of  acquir- 
ing a  thorough  education — in  fine,  that  he  has  what  the 
Diploma  calls  for. 

In  order  that  this  important  end  may  be  attained,  the  Faculty 
and  Trustees  of  Union  University  earnestly  and  affectionately 
invite  parents  who  have,  or  expect  to  send  sons  here,  guardians, 
teachers  and  the  public  generally,  to  visit  the  Institution  often 
during  the  different  Terms,  to  witness  the  method  of  instruction, 
and  to  examine  the  Classes  at  any  time.  For  those  who  may 
not  be  able  to  do  this,  they  would  urge  the  importance  of 
attending,  at   least,  the   two   regular  Examinations. 


KULES  AND  liEGULATIONS. 


Each  Student  is  required  to  attend  at  least  three  daily 
recitations,  unless  excused  by  the  Faculty. 

Absence  from  recitation,  or  any  prescribed  Literary  exercise, 
without  excuse,  subjects  the  Student  to  a  demerit  of  from 
5  to   20. 

When  the  demerits  of  any  Student  amount  to  50,  It  will  be 
the  duty  of  the  President  to  inform  the  Parent  ot  Guardian  of 
such  Student  of  the  fact ;  and  when  liis  demerits  amount  to  100, 
to  dismiss  him  from  the  University. 

Any  Student  guilty  of  gambling,  or  intoxication,  or  carrying 
deadly  weapons,  will  be  imm-ediately  expelled. 

Those  who  leave  the  University  during  Term  time,  without 
permission,  will  be  suspended. 


MERIT   KOLL. 


A  minute  of  every  recitation  of  each  Student,  during  the 
term,  is  kept,  and  from  this  record  his  standing  is  determined, 
and  a  circular  containing  the  same  sent  to  his  parent  or  guar- 
dian—  showing  his  deportment  in  and  out  of  College,  absences 
from  recitation  and  other  College  duties,  together  with  any 
other  remarks  that  the  case  may  require. 
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For  a  long  period,  teachers  and  parents  have  felt  the  bad 
influences  that  operated  in  various  ways  upon  Students  boarding 
in   commons  :  eating  at  a  common  table,  isolated  from  a  com- 
munity in   which  they  live,  subjected   collectively  to  the  joint 
attack  of  whatever  leaven  of  evil  may  be  in  their  midst,  they 
become  reckless,  like  soldiers  in  the  army,  and  are  kept  under 
alone  by  the  strong  arm  of  power.     It  wears  the  semblance  of 
order,  economy  and  healthfuluess,  without,  in  the  opinion  of  those 
conversant  with  it,  attaining  these  objects,  and  certainly  inspir- 
ing no  love  for  them,   depriving  them   as  it  does   of  those 
amenities    and    courtesies    of  life   to   which   they   have    been 
accustomed  at   home.     Accordingly  no   provisions   have    been 
made  for   Commons,  and  a  large  number  of  the   best  private 
families  have  generously  opened  then-  houses  to  the  Students, 
where   they  enjoy   kind   supervision,  and   in   case  of  sickness, 
receive  proper  attention. 


DISCIPLINE. 


The  discipline  of  the  Institution  is  designed  to  control  by 
moral  influences,  and  as  much  as  possible  to  supply  the  place  of 
a  kind,  discreet  and  affectionate  parent,  who,  by  firm  but  mild 
treatment,  and  by  appealing  to  the  higher  and  better  principles 
of  the  heart,  endeavors  to  form  correct  habits  of  study  and 
conduct,  and  a  taste  for  intellectual  pursuits  and  virtuous 
feelings.—  the  result  being  a  good  sou,  a  useful  citizen  and 
member  of  society,  a  Christian  Scholar.
